SIGNPOSTS OF THE DESERI 


Curlous Little Piles of Stone Which 
All Understand Lead to 
Water. 

In traveling over the plains of west 
ern Texas I have now and then come 
on two little isolated heaps of rock 
that at first glance seemed not at al 
remarkable. After a time I notice 
that one heap was generally abou 
three feet high and the other about 1 
foot lower. The two were always with 
in a few feet of each other and usually 
on an elevation or plateau that ha¢ 
a view of the country for five miles o} 
more. 4 

The rocks were roughly heaped to 
gether, as if left by children at play 
I sometimes wondered if they coul¢ 
be the ruins of an ancient stone build 
ing; but that was improbable, fo) 
there was scarcely another stone ir 
sight. , 

Years later I learned the actual sig. 
nificance of these rock heaps from an 
old Indian whose mind was stored with 
all the legends and customs and deeds 
of his people. According to him, when 
the Great Spirit lapped up the mighty 
rivers of the plains he left springs and 
water basins here and there for che 
antelope and the Indian. Thesa the 
antelope easily found by scent. but the 
Indian had to search tong and anx: 
lously for them. Once found, chey wera 
seldom lost—thanks co chese rude rock 
heaps. 

I watched the oid .ellow erouch 
down behind ths taller heap, sight over 
the low one, and mark the farthest ob- 
ject in a straight tine, which in ibis 
case was a clump of bushes on the 


horizon. We rode toward these bushes 
and found—not water, as I had expect- 


ed, but two other heaps cf rocks. Sight- 
ing as before, and taking a rock-faced 
cliff toward the southwest as 4 goal,

jelected to office. His goal is to get 
into ofhce in the union, then he can 
ido the most effective union-wrecking 
work for his employers, and increase 
his revenue from them. 

These vermin who are in the em- 


ploy of union busters have made 
mediocre ‘success in their work 
of disorganization. California unions 
should and will rid their ranks of 


these snakes. The purpose and aim 
of organized labor is implied in the 
very name itsclf—Unity.
